Warrant  for  Town  Meeting. 


To  L.  H.  Poore,  Constable  of  the  town  of  Casco,  in  the  County  of 
Cumberland,  Greetiug: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to  noti- 
fy and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Casco,  qualified  by  law 
to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  and  assemble  at  the  Town  House  in 
said  town,  on  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  March  A.  D.,  1900,  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  ar- 
ticles, to  wit: 

1st.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 
2d.    To  choose  a  Clerk  for  eusuing  year. 

3d.  To  choose  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

4th.    To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5th.    To  choose  a  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6th.    To  choose  a  Constable  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  choosing 
a  Road  Commissioner. 

8th.    To  choose  a  school  committee  of  one  for  three  years. 

9th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  choosing 
a  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

10th.    To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

11th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
support  of  schools. 
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12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $120  interest  on  school 
fund. 

13th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
school  books. 

14th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
repairs  of  school  buildings. 

15th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
support  of  poor. 

16th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

17th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
pay  snow  bills,  winter  of  1899  and  1900. 

18th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
pay  town  officers'  salaries. 

19th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
abatements  and  Collector's  commission. 

20th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
contingent  expenses. 

21st.  To  determine  what  compensation  the  Collector  of  taxes  shall 
receive  for  his  services. 

22d.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  instruct  its 
treasurer  to  make  and  execute  deeds  in  behalf  of  the  town, 

23d.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  Selectmen  and 
Treasurer  to  hire  money  to  pay  all  outstanding  orders. 

The  Selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  at  the  Town 
House  on  the  morning  of  the  fifth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1900,  at  nine 
o'clock,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  deciding  upon  applications  of 
persons  claiming  the  right  to  vote  in  said  meeting.

REMARKS. 

We  think  our  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  fully  up  to  the 
standard  of  former  years.  I  know  that  there  has  not  been  a  really 
poor  term  of  school  for  the  year.  As  a  rule,  the  parents  manifest  a 
lively  interest  in  the  schools  and  are  ready  and  willing  to  assist  the 
teacher  in  her  work.  For  such,  we  have  only  words  of  warmest 
commendation. 

The  success  of  some  of  our  schools  is  largely  interfered  with,  by  a 
few  self-appointed  critics,  who  know  all  about  teaching  from  instinct, 
and  who  do  not  hesitate  to  malign  the  teacher  in  presence  of  the 
pupils.  They  are  always  in  a  small  minority  and  usually  in  the 
wrong.  The  influence  of  this  class  in  deterring  indolent  children 
from  attending  school  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 

Parents  and  taxpayers  have  the  right  to  demand  just  as  good 
schools  as  they  are  willing  to  pay  for,  but  it  is  often  much  easier  to 
grumble  than  to  help  regulate  matters  that  are  going  wrong.  If  we 
must  find  fault,  let  us  go  directly  to  the  teacher,  and  in  a  frank, 
courteous  manner,  tell  her  what  seems  wrong.  If  she  disagrees 
with  you,  candidly  consider  her  reason  for  so  doing,  and  you  will 
settle  the  matter  amicably. 

Remember  that  teachers  are  just  as  sensitive  to  misjudgment  as 
other  people,  and  that  their  work  is  a  constant  strain  on  brain  and 
nerve.  Let  any  citizen  in  a  willing,  kindly  spirit  do  what  they  can 
to  make  our  schools  profitable,  before  expounding  the  teacher's  fail-

ings  before  the  pupils  and  neighbors.  If  this  plan  were  followed  a 
vast  improvement  in  our  schools  would  be  the  result. 

More  of  the  parents  should  visit  the  schools,  as  it  is  very  helpful 
and  pleasing  to  pupils  and  teacher.  A  good  teacher  said  to  me,  "I 
like  to  have  the  parents  visit  my  school  even  if  they  come  to  find 
fault" 

All  of  our  schoolrooms  are  now  furnished  with  modern  seats. 
They  present  a  very  neat  and  cozy  appearance.  I  think  we  lead 
many  towns  in  this  respect.  The  citizens  of  Cook's  have  shown 
their  interest  in  the  school  by  buying  a  U.  S.  flag  for  their  school- 
house,  and  by  papering  its  walls.  Let  other  neighborhoods  follow 
their  example. 

A  boy  visiting  the  Friends'  school  said  that  the  schoolroom  looked 
like  a  parlor.  Much  praise  is  due  Mrs.  Jones  for  the  cheerful  and 
attractive  room.  I  would  say  to  all  teachers,  scholars  and  parents: 
Beautify  your  school  rooms;  you  will  find  it  pays  in  the  impressions 
left  upon  the  minds  of  the  children.  The  Casco  village  school  room 
needs  ornamenting  as  much  as  any  other  in  town. 

The  school  rooms  at  South  Casco,  Bridgton  Road  and  Mayberry 
Hill  need  new  blackboards. 

Mayberry  Hill  schoolhouse,  as  well  as  several  others,  needs  a  coat 
of  paint. 

It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  hire  eight  first-class  teachers  for  our 
schools  as  our  home  supply  is  limited.  I  exercised  great  care  in 
hiring  the  teachers  for  the  past  year  and  I  am  well  pleased  with  the 
result  of  my  labors.  We  now  have  many  scholars  in  our  schools 
who  will,  I  am  confident,  make  good  teachers  with  a  little  prepara- 
tion. 

I  hereby  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  S.  S.  committee  for 
their  kind  and  willing  aid  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.  I  also 
thank  the  parents,  pupils  and  teachers  for  their  help  and  cordiality 
in  all  our  intercourse.
